Ride For Dad fundraiser to fight prostate cancer a growing success story

A small but formidable army of 
chrome and leather, often braving 
sordid wet weather conditions, 
met last Saturday afternoon at the 
Olds Walmart. 

These young and old benevolent 
soldiers, who numbered almost 
150, began their day six hours ear¬ 
lier in three groups. They started 
from Olds, Red Deer and High 
River. Along their journey, the 
riders passed through 20 rural 
Alberta communities to spread a 
message of hope. They rode up to 
:$50 kilometres before merging in 
()lds. 

Following a short break it was 
time to rev the engines once more. 
With a police escort, the riders 
made the final leg of their daylong 
trip together. They rolled through 
Olds ;utd then down Highway 2A 
towards Didsbury. Once then', the 
riders celebrated. They had 


accomplished something tnily spe¬ 
cial. Garry Janz, founder of the 
remarkable annual Ride For Dad 
event that has grown to be a 
national institution, was on hand 
to congratulate local officials and 
riders. 

Thousands and thousands of dol- 
Uus was raised for prostate cancer 
awareness and research. Olds 
businessman Dean Harper, chair of 
the Rural Alberta chapter, said 
Monday (June 25) more than 
$90,000 in donations had been con- 
finned with much more to come. 
Last year, the local chapter raised 
more than $160,000. 

At the closing ceremonies, a 
$101,000 cheque - proceeds from 
last year’s ntral ride - was given by 
the ntral chapter to Dr. John Lewis, 
appointed last year as the Frank 
and Carla Sojonky Chair in 
Prostate Cancer Research at the 
University of Allterta’s Faculty of 
Medicine and Dentistry. As well, 
the Didsbury closing ceremonies

featured a Prostate Cancer Centre 
“Man Van” offering free blood tests 
for men. The day of success ended 
with prizes for poker winners, as 
well as for best bike, oldest rider, 
highest pledge, and most unique 
bike. It was till capped off with a 
pig roast, entertainment and a glo¬ 
rious sense of community and 
accomplishment. 

“There Ls a lot of it (prostate can¬ 
cer) out there,” said M;uy I lowden, 
treasurer of the Rural Alberta Ride 
For Dad. “One out of seven men 
will lie touched by it.” 

Over the past four years the 
annual Rural Alberta TELUS 
Motorcycle Ride For Dad has not 
only grown in size but has expand¬ 
ed its reach to raise awareness. 

“The winners are the men of 


Canada,” said Harper. "This Ls to 
make people become more aware.

Ride For Dad events take place 
in ;K) nityor municipalities across 
Canada, representing every 
province. 

Since the first ride in 2(XX), mom 
than 600,(XX) Canadians have made 
a donation or pledged a rider that 
has on the national level totalled in 
excess of $9 million dollars. The 
Ride For Dad has grown to include 


the participation of more than 
250,OtX) men, women and children. 
The events now also see the usage 
of snowmobiles and watercraft. 

This Ls the fourth year of ntral 
Alberta’s own Ride For Dad 
chapter. Citizens and businesses 
in Central Alberta have rallied in a 
big way to support the annual ride. 
At Didsbury's AG Foods, 
customers have donated $2,(XX). 
As well, the Didsbury-based 
Mountainview Colts Junior B 
hockey team raised almost $20,(XX) 
from a charity game that w as held 
last February. 

"All the money we collect stays 
in Allterta, some of it for aware- 
ness, some of it for research," said 
Howden.

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Town’s heritage plan set to make huge leap 

Local designated heritage property owners may soon be able to access provincial grant funding

Having completed its 
heritage survey and inven¬ 
tory, the town is set to 
make its long-awaited 
move forward with the 
development of the 
Heritage Management l’l;m 
and the Alberta Main Street 
Plan. 

If council formally 
approves the initiative on 
.lune 26, the town will have 
made a momentous step 
towards establishing a firm 
framework to protect its 
historical resources, as 
well as enhancing and pro¬ 
moting them while being 
an accredited Alberta Main 
Street Community. 

“Heritage is important. If 
we don't do that right now 
and we stop there, then 
what we have done to date 
in figuring out what we 
have for heritage, building 


and inventories, stops right 
there," said Mayor Brian 
Wittal 

At the Committee of the 
Whole Meeting on June 12, 
council was told by Lesley 
Bannister, community 
planning officer, that the 
town, having completed 
both its heritage survey 
and inventory - a process 
that began in 2001), is ready 
to take the next step in 
managing its historic 
resources. 

She said the next move 
is a two-pronged approach 
that first involves the 
development of the 
Heritage Management Plan 
(HMP) through Heritage 
Collaborative Inc. to deter¬ 
mine the process and 
framework for designating 
municipal historic 

resources, an essential 
requirement to access 
provincial grant funding 
from the Municipal 
Heritage Partnership 


Program (MI1PP). 

Secondly, the town now 
wants to come on board 
the provincial Alberta Main 
Street Plan (AMSP) to 
focus on downtown revital- 
i/.ation. The AMSP 


achieves its goals through 
organization, design, mar¬ 
keting and economic devel¬ 
opment. 

Council members were 
told the town’s 25 owners 
in the downtown core, who 
own historically designat¬ 
ed buildings through the 
HMP, will be eligible for a 
$50,000 matching grant 
from the Alberta govern¬ 
ment. The provincial gov¬ 
ernment selects one appli¬ 
cation a year. 


Under tin' provincial 
Alberta Main Street Plan, 
the town will be eligible for 
$40,000 a year. This amount 
would be split four ways at 
$10,000 each towards four 
different projects. 


“Those can be for any¬ 
thing that fits within the 
four pillars of the plan, 
which are marketing, 
design, organization and 
economic development," 
said Bannister. 

“Anything that fits into 
those is determined by the 
stakeholders of whatever 
committee or body that 
takes care of this down¬ 
town core. 

“It is the best of both 
worlds, especially for those 


downtown properties in 
the (historical) inventory. 
They will be ready to move 
forward," said Bannister. 
“If they have a bad roof 
they can get help to get that 
fixed. If they want to have 
an event in town they 
might be able to get grant 
funding for that. So it is a 
win-win." 

However, there is a cost 
to implement both heritage 
strategies, which is 
matched by the MHPP. 
Council members were 
told on June 12 that if both 
plans were pursued sepa¬ 
rately the total cost to the 
town would be $.'15,000. If 
done together the cost 
would be $25,000 - saving 
the town $10,000. 

As well, by doing both 
plans together the town 
will have two integrated 
plans with “clearly identi¬ 
fied outcomes” for resi¬ 
dents and defined roles and 
responsibilities for council, 


property owners, the 
town’s Heritage Advisory 
Committee and administra¬ 
tion, said a report to coun¬ 
cil members on June 12. 

“I think it is a prudent 
move to spend those dol¬ 
lars to get us to that next 
level in this provincial 
funding program," said 
Wittal. “It would also mean, 
whether through the eco¬ 
nomic development com¬ 
mittee that we are going to 
start up through the cham¬ 
ber, there is potential to get 
up to $40,000 a year for the 
community for doing 
enhancement, economic 
development and every¬ 
thing else. 

“So that $25,000 invest¬ 
ment could turn into 
$90,000 worth of funds 
coming back to businesses 
or through our economic 
development committee to 
enhance our heritage and 
our businesses in the 
downtown.”

Mandatory ATV helmet use makes sense

While nobody likes to see the 
government imposing unnecessary 
rules or regulations on their everyday 
lives, renewed calls for mandatory 
off-road motorized vehicle helmet 
use makes nothing but good sense. 

The Alberta Centre for Ii\jury 
Control and Research says there have 
been more than 100 ATV-related deaths in the province 
over the past decade, with most of the fatalities involving 
traumatic head injuries. Of those men, women and chil¬ 
dren who have died of head injuries in ATV accidents, 
more than 75 per cent were not wearing helmets. 

Although the Klein, Stelmach and now Redford 
Conservative governments have so far declined to move 
forward with mandatory ATV helmet rules for Alberta, the 
Liberal opposition call for action last week will hopefully 
prompt some action. 

“As a medical doctor, I have absolutely no doubt 
that legislating helmet use for ATV riders would save 
lives and reduce health-care costs, and it’s unconscionable 
for the government to not see this as being worthy of 
regulation," said Official Opposition leader Dr. David 
Swann, who recently lost a nephew in an ATV 
accident. 

“Mandating helmet use would reduce suffering, disabili¬ 


ty and death among ATV riders and make Alberta law con¬ 
sistent with nearly every other Canadian jurisdiction.” 

Any suggestion that an ATV helmet law would be 
unenforceable in the province misses the point such a law 
would be aimed squarely at protecting the health and 
welfare of the ATV users themselves and would therefore 
need little, if any, enforcement in any event 

“While people always have a choice when it comes to 
obeying such laws, they need to ask themselves before¬ 
hand if breaking the law is worth getting fined for or pos¬ 
sibly lasing their life or endangering the life of another - 
that’s often where the real benefit lies,” he said. 

Other provinces have had mandatory ATV helmet use 
rules in place and it certainly hasn’t deterred people from 
eryoying the motorized vehicles. It hasn’t happened in 
other jurisdictions and it wouldn’t happen here. 

With ATV use continuing to be very popular across 
Alberta, and in particular in the weekend recreational 
areas such as the West Country, the time is long overdue 
for the provincial government to make ATV helmet use 
mandatory for all riders and passengers. 

Although it may prove hard to determine whether 
mandatory helmet use will actually lead to fewer ATV 
crash deaths - riders who wear helmets and crash aren’t 
likely to report their mishaps are they? - it’s a public safe¬ 
ty move that needs to be made without delay. 

Nobody likes government interference, but in some 
cases, like this one, it makes nothing by good sense. 



2002; $180,273 in 2003; 
$539,110 in 2004; $915,032

I would like to give credit 
to our 2001 to 2007 
councils and staff for their 
concerted and successful 
efforts to first reduce the 
debt of the Town of 
Didsbury as much as 
possible, and secondly to 


build our reserves to over a 
million dollars by 2006. We 
paid off every higher 
interest debt (up to 12.5 
per cent!) that was open to 
payout where the penalties 
did not outweigh the 
benefit. 

In dollars, the debt was 
reduced from $4,904 
million in 2000 to a low of 
$3,488 million in 2004. Our 
debt servicing costs went 


from 83.82 per cent of the 
legislated limit in 2001 to 
just 39.24 per cent in 2005, 
rising to 44.76 per cent of 
the debt service limit in 
2006 because of financing 
some of the extensive 
roadwork on Main (20th) 
Street, part of our 30-year 
infrastructure plan. 
Didsbury’s percentage of 
debt limit used went from 
81.39 per cent in 2000 


down to 39.25 per cent in 
2005, rising to 45.31 per 
cent in 2006 for the same 
reason.

This is happening now in primary care networks in some communities. It is happening in 
Family Care Clinics in Calgary, Edmonton and Slave Lake. We want to see it happen in more 
communities right across the province. 

To make it happen, we need to change the health care conversation. We need to focus on 
your needs, instead of on what the health system needs. We need to make health care fit 
you, instead of fitting you into the health system. My MLAs will be bringing that focus into 
their constituencies this summer as they meet and talk with health care providers and with 
you and your family in your community.
